v/as dramatically described to­ 
day by eye-witnesses who re­ 
turned to Helsinki from the 
Karelian front. 
They told of a m ajor battle 
on ice-covered Lake Suvanto, 
where the Russians, who have 
lost hundreds of men there dur­ 
ing the past week, attacked ag ain 
yesterday w ith larg e forces of 
infantry, accompanied by tanks. 
As the Russians crossed the 
ice, 
making 
an 
increasing ly 
tempting targ et as they ad­ 
vanced, the Finns withheld their 
fire and permitted tlie soviet 
troops to move forward with­ 
out hindrance of any sort. 
Finns Open Fire. 
But when the red arm y le­ 
g ions approached the Finnish

The soviet soldiers fell by the 
scores under the deadly hail of 
lead and steel.

The year 1939, now coming to a 
breathless and wheezy close, will 
go down in history as an unusual 
year. Not unusual for the many 
events that have transpired but 
unusual because of the calendar 
arrangements of days. 
' 
The year 1939 has had 53 Sun- 
j days which is something. 
For after all there are not too 
many years when this is true. Just 
for the sake of elucidation and 
argument, let it be known that 
since the year One, A. D., there 
have only been 122 (more or less) 
years when there were 53 Sun­ 
days or a ratio of about 1 to 18. 
In the 20th century there have 
only been six of the 53-Sunday 
years—1905, 1911, 1922, 1928, 1933, 
and 1939. For the remainder of the 
century the following years will 


be so blessed: 1950, 1956, 1961, 
1967, 1978, 1984, 1989, and 1995. 
(There’s no need to go any farther 
as far as we’re concerned.) 
It would seem a trifling and 
easy matter to say that this should 
occur every eighth year (as we 
erroneously supposed) but the leap 
year calculation comes in to upset 
all mathematics. From a review of 
several centuries the common cycle 
of these ex tra Sunday years seems 
to be six , five, six , eleven, as for 
instance, 1922, 1928, 1933, 1939, 
and 1950. However, there are many 
ex ceptions and with an unmathe- 
matical mind we could not figure 
out any reason. 
Still and all, you had better en­ 
joy the ex tra Sunday this year of 
1939 for you won’t get an ex tra 
for another 11 years.

Bocian, an emnloye of the rail­ 
road for 20 years, sued to recover 
for injuries he charged were in­ 
flicted by an unreasonable sec­ 
tion boss as the crew worked 
along the track right of way. He 
said the foreman struck him and 
knocked him in a ditch where he 
lay unconscious throughout a hot 
afternoon while the foreman kept 
other workers from going to his 
aid. 
Rental Ordered. 
The railroad company appealed 
to the Supreme court and the high 
court set aside the judgment, 
ordered the case retried on the 
ground that instructions to the 
jury were erroneous. 
Bocian’s counsel, the law firm 
of Wagner, Wagner and Albert of 
Columbus, in urging the court 
Friday to reconsider the decision, 
complained the reversal was not 
justified. 
“We have read and reread the 
(Supreme court’s) opinion,” they 
wrote. “It reads to us more like 
the brief of a lawyer for the rail­ 
road company than like the opin­ 
ion of the highest court in this 
state. The court sought out all 
the straws in the evidence to sup­ 
port its conclusion. 
“ ... A sympathetic court could 
write an opinion in this case in 
favor of the plaintiff and support 
every material part of it with the 
evidence of defendant. 
Suggest Motto Shift.

First Generation Hybrid Corn 
Worth Far More In Yield Than 
Second, Tests A t N.U. Reveal 


The use of “first generation” 
hybrid seed corn each year is 
worth far more than it costs. Dr. 
i T. A. Kiesselbach of the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska college of agri­ 
culture declared Friday on the 
basis of tests in Nebraska and at 
other cornbelt ex periment stations. 
In all these tests, first genera­ 
tion hybrid seed far outyielded 
second-generation ears picked for 
seed for commercial fields of hy­ 
brid corn. In fact, the difference 
is so important that in most states, 
including Nebraska, it is illegal to 
sell second-generation seed as “hy­ 
brid seed,” he said. 
Big Ssvlng Shown. 
Figuring the commercial crop 
at 50 cents a bushel on the open 
market. Dr. Kiesselbach estimated 
that a bushel of real hybrid seed 
will produce $44 worth of corn 
more than second-generation seed. 
This estimate is based on six - 


year tests at the Nebraska ex peri­ 
ment staticm, using double-cross 
hybrids. Virtually all hybrid seed 
sold in Nebraska is of this type. 
During that time, the first genera­ 
tion seed yielded 51.5 bushels per 
acre compared to only 41 bushels 
for second generation seed of the 
same hybrids. At 50 cents a bushel, 
this loss 
of 10.5 bushels would 
amount to $5.25 an acre. 
Since a bushel of seed will plant 
an average of eight acres, the loss 
for each bushel of second-genera- j 
tion 
seed 
planted 
totaled 
84 
bushels or $44. Although farmers^ 
sometimes report high yields from 
the second-generation 
seed,

o n d o n , Dec. 29—(AP>—^The stcay of a British freighter that 
played tag with three torpedoes, so enraging a German sub­ 
marine c(» nmander that he finally sank the ship with shell fire, 
was related today in an official British report which said the sub­ 
marine probably waa sunk later by 
a rescue ship. 
The freighter was the Uskmouth, 2,843 tons, sunk Nov. 28 in 
the Bay of Biscay. The night was so clear, the British account 
said, that the deck officer saw the wake of an approaching tor­ 
pedo and threw the helm hard over to dodge the projectile. He 
did the same with two others. 
The submarine then came up to within 800 yards of the Usk­ 
mouth and shelled her. 
A French warship 65 miles away received an S. O. S., sped 
to the scene, and “by a miracle found the bottswain,” who had 
been thrown into the sea. Dropping him 
a raft, the French at­ 
tacked the submarine, and tt» e British said “there la every reason 
to believe^ the raider wa s sunk. 
The Uskmouth's lifdbKMt, missed by the French ship, sailed 
nearly IITO miles and was in sight of land when pidsed up by th® 
Itslion motorship Juventus.

Nebraska Nof Preffy 
Picture M i l l i o n s Of 
Years Ago, Lugn Says 


The Nebraska landscape—great 
ex panse 
of 
featureless 
plains, 
broken by wide and black rivers 
of mud and sand, poorly drained, 
with wet and dry alternate periods 
very severe. 
That is the picture of Ne­ 
braska millions of years ago as 
reconstructed and described be­ 
fore the Geological Society of 
America in Minneapolis Friday 
by Dr. A. L. Lugn of the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska geology depart­ 
ment and Dr. Max im K. Elias of 
the conservation and survey di­ 
vision. 
Dr. Lugn Is nationally recot;- 
nized as an authority in the fielrls 
of sedimentation and stratigraphy, 
especially in relation to the ter­ 
tiary period and ice age forma­ 
tions in Nebraska and the middle- 
west. 
Dr. Elias, formerly pro­ 
fessor at the University of St. 
Petersburg in Leningrad, is na­ 
tionally known for his work with 
fossil seeds and paleobotany in 
general. 
Drs. Lugn and Elias ex plained 
further the prehistoric picture 
and said that during the tertiary 
the plains were built up by sedi­ 
mentary processes from the waste 
of erosion and degradation of the 
Rockies. This sediment was car­ 
ried into Nebraska by the great 
sluggish rivers, which spread a 
succession of layers of sand and 
mud far and wide over the plains. 
“In these deposits, which are 
arranged in a sufficiently orderly 
manner to be classified into geo­ 
logical formations, are buried the 
fossil seeds of ancient grasses and 
herbs and the fossil remains of 
now ex tinct animals. Their study 
contributes an important part in 
the interpretation of the ecology 
of this great period in the earth’s 
development.”

In o rder to qu alify fo r mo nthly 
o ld-age primary insu rance bene­ 
fits after 1939, a wo rker (a) mu st 
b« 65 years o ld o r o v er; (b) mu st 
hav e wo rked o n a jo b o r jo bs 
co v ered by the So cial Secu rity 
act; and (c) mu st hav e receiv ed 
a certain minimu m amo u nt o f pay 
fro m .»?uch jo bs du ring certain 
perio ds o f time. 
The amo u nt o f pay he mu st 
hav e earned to qu alify fo r bene­ 
fits is $50 o r mo re in each o f a 
certain nu mber o f calendar qu ar­ 
ters. The qu arters in which a 
wo rker earns $50 o r mo re o n 
co v ered jo bs are called “qu arters 
o f co v erage,” with the qu arters 
beginning Janu ary 1, April 1, 
Ju ly 1, OcttHxer 1. 
A wo rker who has already 
reached age 65 o r who will reach 
65 befo re the first o f Ju ly 1940, 
needs o nly six qu arters o f co v er­ 
age in o rder to qu alify fo r mo nthly 
benefits. 
A 
middle-aged 
o r 
yo u nger wo rker mu st hav e no t 
less than o ne qu arter o f co v eiage 
fo r each two qu arters elapsing 
after 1936 and befo re the qu arter 
in which he beco mes 65 to qu alify. 
An emplo yee who acqu ires 40 
qu arters o f co v erage is fu lly in­ 
su red fo r the rest o f his life. Ex­ 
ample: A middle-aged mill em­ 
plo yee after wo rking u ntil the end 
o f 1949 leav es the facto ry to wo rk 
o n a farm. Beginning with the 
first o f Janu ary 1937 (when the 
o riginal o ld-age insu rance pro ­ 
v isio ns went into effect) and 
co u nting fdijr qu arters in each 
year, it is ev ident that 48 qu arters 
elapse du ring the 12 years in 
which he wo rked in emplo yment 
co v ered by the act. Ev en assu m­ 
ing he was wiiho u t wo rk du ring 
8 qu arters o f that time, he will 
still hav e 40 qu arters o f co v erage, 
and ev en tho u gh he nev er wo rks 
again in co v ered emplo yment, he 
will be “fu lly insu red.”

as 1940 appro aches is peace. A lo t 
o f back-stage whispering cm that 
su bject has been go ing o n this 
week. The whispering existed be­ 
fo re President Ro o sev elt lau nched 
his Christmas peace mo v e, bu t it 
has rev erberated to a so rt o f so tto 
crescendo since. 
Ou t o f these whispers it is po s­ 
sible to weav e to gether o ne fairly 
definite fact: 
Certain po werfu l fo rces bo th In 
Germany and England wo u ld no t 
be at all av erse to patching u p 
their o wn ro w and then enco u rag­ 
ing a po litico -religio u s war against 
so v iet Ru ssia. 
This wo u ld meet with the v ery 
decided appro v al o f Italy. 
And 
there are po tent peo ple in the U. S. 
state department also who wo u ld 
welco me su ch a mo v e. Whether 
the Myro n Taylo r missio n to Ro me, 
ju st initiated by Ro o sev elt, will 
take this tu rn remains to be seen— 
bu t it may. 
Fo r scwne time no w, the state 
department and the white ho u se 
hav e been getting info rmal su g­ 
gestio ns fro m Germany that the 
Hitler go v ernment wo u ld be glad 
to see Ro o sev elt step in to arrange 
a peace. These su ggestio ns always 
hav e co me so info rmally that they 
ccmld no t be pinned directly u po n 
Hitler, bu t mo st o f them co u ld be 
traced back to the No . 2 Nazi, 
Hemann Go ering. 
Go ering, o f co u rse, is a co mpara­ 
tiv e mo derate, nev er wanted war, 
represents the 
saner, 
practical 
elements in the German army. 
Ho wev er, he is still the clo sest 
man to Hitler, and it seems do u bt­ 
fu l that these peace su ggestio ns 
wo u ld c o me 
witho u t 
Hitler’s 
kno wledge and co nsent. 
Ru ssia’s Great Mistake. 
Three facto rs are impo rtant in 
co nsidering the po ssibility o f peace. 
One is the situ aiio n in Ru ssia; sec­ 
o nd is the situ atio n in Germany; 
third is the situ atio n in England. 
Here is a brief su mmary o f all 
three: 
The situ atio n in Ru ssia dates 
back to the ev e o f the attack u po n 
Finland, at which time Fo reign 
Minister Mo lo to ff to ld a high am­ 
bassado r in the Mo sco w diplo matic 
co rps that the fracas with Finland 
wo u ld be o v er in exactly six days. 
Fo u r days mo re wo u ld be neces­ 
sary, he said, to mo p u p, making 
a to tal o f ten days fo r the who le 
bu siness. 
At that time the fo reign diplo ­ 
mats in Mo sco w believ ed him. So 
also did Germany. 
Bu t that was nearly two mo nths 
ago . And to day they do no t be­ 
liev e him. Fu rthermo re, they do 
no t believ e that the mu ch-v au nted 
Red army is anything mo re than 
a paper army. 
Fo r the u ncenso red military dis­ 
patches which the U. S. go v ern­ 
ment gets fro m the Finnish fro nt 
indicate that the v ery sev ere re­ 
v erses su ffered by the Ru ssians 
hav e been du e, no t to the fo rce o f 
the Finnish army 
(hero ic bu t 
weak), bu t to the inefficiency u f 
the Ru ssians themselv es. 
Stalin’s great mistake was to let 
the wo rld penetrate the myth o f 
the Red army’s o mnipo tence. 
Nazis Eye the Ukraine. 
The situ atio n in Germany has 
been ccanpletely changed by the 
Ru ssian rev erses. Members o f the 
general staff, who accepted the 
Ru ssian alliance as an impo rtant 
aid in the c<mqu est o f Po land, no w 
admit that they o v erestimated the 
strength bo th o f the Po lish army 
and the Ru ssian. 
Hitler’s go al, as o u tlined In 
“Mein Kampf,” always was the 
Ru ssian Ukraine, and no w mo re 
rnd mo re o f the men aro u nd him 
are co nv inced that he was right. 
Therefo re, the Cxo ering gro u p 
no w wo u ld be willing to hav e 
President Ro o sev elt call a peace 
co nierence at which Great Britain 
and Germany wo u ld adju st their 
differences. Po land wo u ld be re­ 
created into a smaller state, Ger­ 
many keeping the co rrido r. Czecho ­ 
slo v akia wo u ld be made a semi- 


at the expense o f Ru ssia. 
Ho w far these peace v iews rep­ 
resent what is go ing o n in the 
mind o f Ado lf Hitler is hard to 
say, bu t there is no qu estio n that 
they represent the ideas o f Go er­ 
ing. 
Fear o f Co mmimism. 
The situ atio n in Great Britain 
is highlighted by a co nsu ming fear 
o f co mmu nism. If the war drags 
o n a year o r so , mo st leaders o f 
the co nserv ativ e go v ernment agree 
it can o nly end in co mmu nism o n 
bo th sides. 
This was the repo rt which Am­ 
bassado r Kennedy bro u ght back lo 
the president—and pro bably he is 
right. 
Therefo i*« , British indu strialists 
dnd at least three members o f the 
British go v ernment (C!hamberlain, 
Simo n and Ho are) lean anxio u sly 
to ward any peace which wo u ld 
stav e o ff the dread spectre o f 
radical labo r ru le in England. 
Also it is impo rtant to recall 
that in Octo ber, 1938, ju st after 
Mu nich, the British tactfu lly su g­ 
gested to Hitler that he might 
satisfy his territo rial hu nger at the 
expense o f the Ru ssian Ukraine, 
rather than distu rb the peace o f 
Eu ro pe o v er Po land. 
So no w it is qu ite ccwisistent fo r

P 


iR every hero, there is a bum. The bum in this 
in stan ce is Gen eral Meretskoff, the Russian 
comman d er d irectin g the in vasion of Fin lan d , an d 
failin g d ismally to masticate what he bit off. 
His successor is a fair-haired boy, Gen eral 
Stern , whose military success amply justifies his 
n ame. They speak of that clash between Russian 
an d Japan ese forces on the Mon golian bord er as a 
“vest pocket” war, but if it was it was an ample 
pocket. Thousan d s of men were en gaged on each 
sid e. The Russian s alon e mobilized more than a 
thousan d airplan es, huge fleets of tan ks, an d ample 
other mechan ized equipmen t. 
After ■ bad start, a very bad start, Gen eral 
Stem was successful 
Because the world has been so greatly cheered 
by the heroic stan d which the Fin n s have mad e, the 
exploit which places respon sibility for a n ew Rus­ 
sian offen sive again st Fin lan d in Gen eral Stem ’« 
han d s, d irects atten tion to the d ifficult victory 
which he won on those isolated an d d esolate hills 
of the Mon golian fron tier. As a result of a surprise 
attack the Japan ese armies came in to complete 
possession of d omin atin g position s, where their 
artillery could rake an y attackin g force with 
d evastatin g fire. But Gen eral Stem recaptured the 
hills—an d he held them again st repeated coun ter 
attacks by the Ja pa nese un til Ja pa n was glad to 
say en ough. 


That is why the youthful Russian military 
lead er is Russia’s m ilitary hero tod ay, an d why 
ha ia bain g sen t west to take charge of the con ­ 
quest of Fin lan d . There may be tough d ays ahead 
of these embattled , white-clad Fin n warriors, 
strugglin g so d esperately to d efen d their soil. 
But as a youn g man , full of life an d lovin g 
life, Gen eral Stem occupies a bit of a spot him­ 
self. If he fails he if a bum, an d Russia hasn ’t a 
great d eal of use for bums; an d if he succeed s— 
well, it d oes n ot pay d ivid en d s to become too much 
of a military hero in Stalin ized Russia. 
In the 
past it has been the surest ticket for an appearan ce 
before the firin g squad .

ECAUSE there has been auch a great d ecrease 
ia the n umber of ban k robberita the peat 
few years the Nebraska in suran ce d epartm en t is 
n ow con d uctin g a stud y to d etermin e whether rates 
on ban k robbery in suran ce are too high. 
Ban k robbery in suran ce rates are a m atter to 
be d ealt with by those qualified by kn owled ge an d 
experien ce with that subject but an y layman 
kn ows that the old -time ban k robber has vir tu a lly 
d isappeared d urin g the past d ecad e. 
A combin ation of factors have con tributed to 
this chan ge. Psychologically, the sud d en d eaths of 
such public en emies as John Dillin ger, “Baby Face” 
Nelson an d Clyd e Barrow have certain ly cast a cloud 
over the profession of armed robbery. Moreover 
most states n ow have highway patrols an d police 
broad castin g station s which min imizes chan ces for 
a getaway. Then too, sin ce most ban ks are n ow 
un d er the FDIC, fed eral as well as local officers 
participate in the solution of the robberies. 
Down in Missouri a few weeks ago “Silver 
Jim ” Ed ward s, 78, surren d ered volun tarily sayin g 
he wan ted to con fess a 55-year career of ban k 
robbin g. “Ban k robbin g isn ’t what it used to be,” 
he complain ed . “It has d egrad ed from a highly 
skilled scien ce to a m atter of brutality an d terror­ 
ism. Tod ay if you d on ’t shoot first, the G-men wilL 
The game used to be ee easy as takin g can d y 
•w ay from • baby, but • fellow hasn ’t • chan ce 
n ow."

ACH of these n ewly proposed 65,000-ton battle 
ships for Un cle Sam’* n avy wiU call for 130 
million d ollars plan ked d own on the barrel head . 
That’s a lot of d ough in an ybod y’s lan guage. 
Six of them would make a billion d ollars n ause­ 
ated , coupled with the cost of con struction an d the 
expen se of main ten an ce an d operation . 


The largest floatin g fortresses in existen ce to­ 
d ay are on ly slightly more than half as large. 
They were believed to be some shakes when they 
were released to the waves. But the n avy experts, 
an d a con gression al committee which has been 
stud yin g n ation al d efen se, are on record as sayin g 
the 65,000-ton battle ship could make an ythin g 
afloat tod ay say “poppa” in less than jig time. 
Superior cruisin g power, heavier steel platin g to 
withstan d the poun d in g of high explosives from 
en emy ships an d from aerial bombard men t, an d 
18-in ch gun s with a firin g ran ge beyon d an ythin g 
yet un veiled —these con stitute formid able argumen t 
in favor of the n ewest an d the latest Fran ken stein 
to be d ed icated to d omin an ce of the seas.

F ONE is in clin ed to smile, it is on ly because 
there has been much evid en ce that what goes 
up must come d own .

He d id n ot start it. He lagged behin d , so far that 
literally he was takin g the other fellow’s d ust. 
An d , amon g all n ation s, Un cle Sam probably 
is en titled to in d ulge himself in the luxury of arm ­ 
in g himself to the teeth better than some of those 
blithely spen d in g billion s n ow. Un cle Sam has the 
wealth an d the resources to match d ollar for d ollar, 
gun for gun , tan k for tan k, airplan e for airplan e, 
an d ship for ship. That’s a prosperous feelin g but 
illusory as hell. In both temporary an d perman en t 
effecta the spen d in g for armamen ts prod uces a more 
d rastic malad justm en t of the econ omic life of a 
n ation than an y d evelopmen t which takes place.

It has, or believes it has, 
airtight in suran ce again st attack, an d a moun tin g 
yearly burd en of d ebt to main tain that which it 
has created for its own protection .

E n avel experts, an d the con gression al mem­ 
bers, who have given exten sive stud y to the 
d esirable type of con struction of Un cle Sam’s 
future warships are un d oubted ly in a position to 
kn ow more about it than an yon e else.

At on e time the stage lin e 
was aban d on ed virtually for more 
than a mon th at a sea so n of the 
year when n ormally its profits 
would have been the heaviest.

They are needed, advocates de­ 
clare, to give the United States a 
head start in a world naval race 
which had commenced even b e­ 
fore the European war shelved 
indefinitely the 1922 and sub se­ 
quent agreements to limit the size 
and numb er of warships. 
Would Cost Ab out 130 Million. 
Estimates asked b y a house ap­ 
propriations sub committee are ex ­ 
pected to b e sub mitted b y the 
navy early in the session. By rule- 
of-thumb gauge of $2,000 a ton, 
the proposed sea fortresses would 
cost ab out $130,000,000 eacn.
